Built of Steel With Electric Alarm 
System — Wonderful Sight 
to Behold. 



Tourist* rarely will see one of the 
most Imposing of the new sights in 
Washington— the gTeat steel vault 
In the Treasury building, where $500,- 
000,000 of emergency currency will 
be stored. The vault which was be- 
gun under the administration of As- 
sistant Secretary Louis A. Coolldge, I 
Is an accomplishment of which he ' 
properly is very proud, Is completed 
and in working order, except that the 
telephone connection was inavertently 
omitted. 

It Is in the northwest corner of 
the division of Issue, and Its roof is 
twenty-five feet below the surface of 
the street and five feet below the sub- 
basement of the Treasury building. In 
fact it is almost under the foundation 
stones of the building, itself, for they 
protrude into the vault on the south * 
side and form a convenient shelf, 
which the clerks find useful as a tem- 
porary receptacle for packages which | 
they are assembling to take upstairs.

In the search for new menas of 
raising money to meet the rapidly in- 
creasing cost of mtlliiarism. In which 
European governments are generally 
engaged England has gone furtherest 
with her plan to levy higher death 
and income taxes and to tax real es- 
tateproflts, or the "unearned Incre- 
ment.” 

But it remained for Austria to pro- 
pose the most unique scheme. In 
the Reiehrath a few days ago the fi- 
nancial minister, discussing the bud- 
get, asked for a supplementary lncont 
tax on bachelors, widows and chlldleis 
married couples. 

Race suicide and voluntary bache- 
lorhood have been attributed to the 
prohibitive cost of supporting a wife 
and family in these days. Militarism 
has contributed greatly to this emlxar- 
rassing economic condition ln Europe 
and now seems to be trying to mend 
matters. 

The government can not reduce the 
cost of living but it Is at leust able 
to make things uncomfortable for those 
who would shirk matrimony and its 
obligations. Its intention, however, 
Is hardly philanthropic. It has only 
found a new excuse for taxation. 

The plan that the Maine legislature 
recently had under consideration was 
better. There was no chance that It 
would prove successful, but Its pur- 
pose was humanitarian. The Idea was 
to tax voluntary bachelors for the pen 
stoning of reluctant old maids. 

Of course the difficulty in making 
this plan work lies ln the finding a 
woman who would testify that Bhe 
never received a proposal. The pen- 
slons might remain undistributed. 
Trouble might also be occasioned by 
women claiming the pension on the 
ground that though they had receiv- 
ed proposals, the offers were not such 
as they could reasonably be exacted 
to accept. 

And it would be too easy for bach- 
elors to swear that they had made 
the three efforts necessary to secure 
exemption from the tax and had not 
been accepted.— Spokesman-Review.

This brings us to the difference he- j 
tween the flush of anger and the true 
blush. As anger Is a mental stnt<> j 
incited from without so the mental 
confusion which shows Itself In Lite I 
blush originates within us. 

We have seen how blushing origl- j 
nated in an anxiety about our personal 
apearanee. Now, our chief concern j 
in this regard has always been the I 
face, the natural seat of personal at- 
tractiveness. 

Therefore, the first thought upon 
meeting those whom we desire to ' 
please was of our faces; and j 
If for any reason we suspected j 
and if, for any reason we suspected | 
that our faces did not please, our 
minds were naturally concentrated up 
on the defect there. 

Shyness, modesty, shame — all have 
their foundations in the primitive 
love of admiration; and the blush of 
the girl who meets her lover is, af- 
ter all, only a sublime sort of per- 
sonal vanity, questioning its owner's 
power to please.

Safety in Airships. 

Current statistics report that since 
1783 only 57 persons have been killed 
as the result of flights in gas bal- 
loons. This takes in a period of 
crude experimentation, the scientific 
methods of later time reducing the 
risk of life. Hardly a week passes 
In the United Slates without its rec- 
ord of killings by automobiles, the 
victims often being occupants of mo- 
tor cars as well as those in their 
path. Yet the popular impression is 
that of the two fnrniH of locomotion 
tiie aerial method Is far the most 
hazardous. Possibly the reverse of 
tills, when fully understood, will les- 
sen tiie attraction of ballooning as a 
8|>ort. What sense will there he in 
stealing an airship for a joy ride when 
there is no promise of howling over a 
few children in the highway of the 
ulr, and small chance of smashing the 
machine against a telegraph post? 
Half the fun of tearing through a 
crowded street or around a blind turn 
is in tiie possibilities of loss of life 
and limb. 

We are told that ballooning is al- 
ready inexpensive by comparison with 
maintenance of fust automobiles. 
Add to this the assurance of its rel- 
ative security for all concerned and 
tiie day that the airship will supplant 
the motor ear as an instrumentality 
of exciting* pleasure may be long de- 
layed.— New York Press.
